Rockford Boy Hang ed in Arkansas. 


A special to the Rockford Register 
G azette from Clarksville. Ark., states 
tha t on Friday, Jun e 16,Geo. Derham, 
a former Rockford boy, went to his 
death on the scaffold protesting his 
innocense of the m urder of Sheriff 
Powers, of which he had been convict­ 
ed. 
W ith him was hanged Fred U n­ 
derwood, who was convicted of com 
plicity in the crime. 
As Derham was 
ied to the fatal trap his knees trem b­ 
led and he swayed from side to side 
but as Underwood looked over at him 
w ith a grin on his face Derham seemed 
to take courage from his more hard­ 
ened com rade and regained his self 
possession. 
As the white cap was being adjusted j 
over his face D erham said: 
“ T his is I 
pretty hard. 
I don’t w ant to die for' 
som ething I never did.” 
A m o m en t; 
later the handkerchief fluttered the j 
fatal signal and the last tragic scene j 
was completed. 
Both men died from 
strangulation. 
T he crim e for which 
they were! 
hanged was com m itted on the night of 
Feb. 5, 1902. 
T he evidence upon 
which the men were convicted was 
circum stantial. 
Sheriff Powers was awakened tha t 
night by hearing an explosion in the 
bank building, where the robbers were 
demolishing the safe. 
Seizing his re­ 
volver he rushed toward the bank and 
was shot dead, two 
bullets going 
through his body. 
Suspicion led to 
the arrest of George Derham, Fred 
Underwood, and two others who have 
not yet been brought to trial. 
T he passing of D erham under the 
circum stances which brought his days 
to an early close, was the logical o ut­ 
come of his s ta rt in life. 
A son of 
fairly 
well to do and respected par­ 
ents, the perusal of yellow-covered 
novels and an inclination for com pan­ 
ionship of the tougher elem ent.he ear­ 
ly developed tendencies which presag­ 
ed a future to he looked forward to 
with fear and dread by those interest­ 
ed in his welfare. 
When but a mere lad he ran away 
from his home and for some years led 
the life of a hobo. 
He put in appear­ 
ance in Rockford occasionally but nev­ 
er made a long sojourn here. 
Efforts 
looking tow ard his changing his mode 
of living were futile and he difLed on 
along the line of life he had mapped 
out for himself until the closing chap­ 
ter was reached, a t the age of 3d
